Power lines are notable for being noisy because they are great broadcast 
antennas for the harmonics of 60 Hz caused by all kinds of non-linear 
loads connected to the power distribution system by customers. Looking 
at a typical urban power line with an oscilloscope will reveal hordes of 
noise spikes created by those loads. The 12KV overhead lines in typical 
old neighborhoods radiate RF noise from weak corona discharge which of 


surfaces adds to the din. The power poles are alive with dancing 
electrons merrily emitting RF noise for your listening disgust.

According to no less the Leonard Kahn of Kahn Laboratories (a long time 
modulation researcher), AM "garble" in metro areas under power lines is 
caused by sideband cancellation during the summation of direct & 
re-radiated (from the power line, it's a great antenna!) in the receiver. 


This is of course the same as what we call selective fading on 
ionospherically-propagated signals. 


It is caused in both cases by multipath propagation. In one case the 
"extra" sigs are locally generated, in the 2nd case in the ionosphere. 


BTW, Kahn has a product for AM broadcasters called Power-side. It does 
many things, e.g. dynamically puts all the modulation power into one 
sideband, called compatible independent sideband transmission. Claims 
increased immunity to selective fading & higher average recovered audio. 
I don't understand it fully, but seems slick!

Hi Mike, Hi Gang, 


I have a Fluke 407DR, s/n 489. I rescued it from an electronic 
surplus/scrapper outfit in the Buffalo, NY area about 4 years ago. I do not 
have any doc for it and did call Fluke to see if anything was available, 
with no success. 


I could have used a schematic; two of the three 807's were fried along with 
assorted cathode and screen resistors. Luckily at least one of each 
survived so I could see the color bands and replace the burned ones. Then 
the fun began. I just left the single good 807 in there and tried a 
combination of low voltage testing and circuit tracing... eventually ruined 
that 807 too. I didn't realize I could destroy a series regulator tube with 
no load on the supply. Oh well! 


I did finally figure out that one of the voltage divider precision 
wirewounds on the coarse voltage selector switch was intermittant. My 
closest valued precision resistor was off a little, so that switch position 
is about 55 volts instead of 50. Close enougth. 


Three used 807's from the next hamfest and I was in business. It isa 
really wonderful supply and I also would recommend it highly. And it's nice 
that the 807's are not in demand for audio use. My other large regulated 
supply (Kepco, 195-375v@600ma.) uses seven 6550's. I was xsox happy when 
they all tested OK!

This enlightenment came about because I found some replacements last week 
at a surplus emporium. These (unlike the ones in my generator now) have the 
designation 323 printed on the black screw base. Caution: the 323s are 3 
volt bulbs and the responses I got to my post suggest that there may also 
have been URM-25Ds with 6 volt versions.

Resistors: R107-V103 screen filter 
R109-V104 screen bleeder 
R 106- V101 and 102 screen filter 
R110- V103 cathode bias 
Capacitors: C102-V101 grid filter 
C124-B+ bypass 
C110-V104 to V103 coupling 


The resistors were 100% off value. The caps are all mica and were 
checked with a Sprague TO4 cap tester.A couple of cold solder joints 
were found. These are remmants of the work of an inexperienced recently 
licensed amateur radio operator back in 1978 :>D. Unfortunately the 
secondary of the audio transformer was found open :>(. The replacement 
was left in place. All contacts and controls were cleaned with Deoxit 
including the grid cap clamps. The tubes were checked in a TC2 Heath 
tube checker and found marginal (about 50-60% emission). They will be 
replaced. Nonetheless after alignment the RAS was working better than 
ever with very good sensitivity and good response even in the higher 
frequencies (14-30MC). The RAS are known for their problems in this 


range. Now tha RAS has been almost totally recapped. Only a few of the 
original caps remain but they are OK. Another finding was that some of 
the coils were way out of calibration and in this receiver as in others 
this is critical for proper alignment. Some cosmetics were also done on 
the RAS. This included a good cleaning of the chassis and polishing of 
the tube shields. The main tuning cap was lubricated as well as the 
mechanical gear.Now I want to see it working with good tube and a 
cabinet which was never given to me. At least the rack protects it a 
bit. I hope this information is of value for others. The next BA to go 
into the surgery room is my R390A from SW. It will be followed by my 
Dynamotor driven BC348. Reports will be forthcoming on both.

My 1960 Valiant radio was such a hybrid. It used all tubes except the 


output device, which was a transisto-blaster. I think this was a common 
configuration, because the 40 mW the space-charge tubes can develop ain't 


gonna be enough to overcome the background noise in a moving car. 


I think these radios wer definitely not introduced until the very late 50s. 
I can of course say with certinaly that they were there by 1960. 


The earliest solid state hybrid I was was in about 1958 or 59, and it was a 
Motorola after market unit installed in a '56 Chevy. It used adifferent 

circuit-transistor virrator substitute (you could hear the whistle faintly) 
and regular tube circuitry. I am not sure if the output was sandy or hollow.

For all intents and purposes they are identical. The "late" 500-B and 
500-C have some minor differences in relay control circuitry from the 
early 500-B. Also, there is a spark gap across the modulation 
transformer secondary. The "C" will have a 4-400A in the final but an 
early "B" RF deck will be marked for a 4-250A (its a direct 
substitution, with no other electrical changes). Most of the later "C"s 
I've seen in pictures have meter covers with a dark strip across the 
bottom section. "B"s generally have meter covers clear throughout, as 
does mine. 


There are some differences in the switching and control arrangements 

on the modulator deck. The 500-B modulator deck has a gain control 

on the left and three toggle switches across the front. The 500-C deck 
has a gain control on the left, a rotary switch selecting phone or CW 


and a single toggle switch (for the compression circuit). Someone 

added another toggle on the front of mine, which allows the 811A 
filaments to be on even with the modulator mode switch in the CW 
position. Fortunately it looks like it belongs, and I'm told this was a 
common modification so the modulator fils don't get shut off each time 
you have to re-tune the final. 


Tuning one of these is an interesting exercise in itself. I went fora 
long time thinking something was wrong because I couldn't tune up to 
rated output and just couldn't get a distinct plate current dip. Then I 
discovered that you have to tune and load the 4-400 using screen 

current as the indicator and not plate current. Plate current is 

very misleading. Problem fixed :-) 


Mine is marked "500-B" on the panel, but is actually a "C" electrically 
and physically. Both the B and C have a VFO on the power supply 

deck (same VFO used in the Champion 3xx series). The earlier 500 

did not.
